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If the Railroads had the Present Power of the Pipe Lines. 


If the railroads of this country were common 
buyers—or worse yet, just buyers—instead of com- 
mon carriers, do you realize, Mr. Reader, where you 
would be? 


Do you realize that if you grew corn and your 
wife raised chickens and sold eggs that you would 
have to sell that corn and those eggs to the nearest 
railroad, or trolley line; that you couldn’t ship those 
products to some dealer that YOU had picked out; 
that you couldn’t seek the highest market, but would 
be solely dependent on what that road wanted to 
give you, or else cart them miles across country to 
another road and take what it would give you? 

Do you realize that if the roads were common 
buyers, and you wanted to buy a pair of shoes, that 
you would have to go where that road said you 
could get them and buy them from that road—the 
same road that put the price on your corn and eggs? 
And if you didn’t want to pay what the road asked 
for those shoes you could walk back home bare- 
foot? 

Do you realize that if that road, when you 
proffered your corn and eggs, said that there was a 
“surplus” production of corn and eggs and it couldn’t 
handle any today; that you could yell until the corn 
and eggs rotted for all the good it would do you? 

And if, when you went to buy that pair of 
shoes, the road said there was a ‘surplus’ demand 
and it couldn’t let you have a pair today, do you 
think you would realize what a grip the roads had 
on you? 

These are far-fetched questions 
wholly impossible conditions, you say. 

True, but these same conditions exist in the oil 
business today; pipe lines—the railroads of oil—are 


concerning 


buyers, not even common buyers. You can neither 
sell them nor buy from them a drop of oil save at 
THEIR price. And as transportation is a necessary 
part of the development of the product from the raw 
material, the pipe lines control both the raw and the 
finished product and make you, whether producer, 
refiner, jobber or consumer, pay whatever toll they 
choose. 


The bulk of the oil produced is handled through 
the pipe lines of the Standard Oil Company and 
therefore that corporation controls the oil business. 
As long as it is permitted to control the means of 
transportation you, Mr. Jobber, can never hope to 
meet the lowest price that it can put on refined oils, 
and live. Because you are buying your supplies 
from a man who, like the farmer mentioned, has 
rebelled against the railroads and is hauling his corn 
and eggs across country by wagon at greater cost. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission’s present 
investigation of the pipe lines is to give this re- 
bellious farmer—in the oil business—the same ad- 
vantages of transportation that the farmer of corn 
and eggs now has. 


The farmer can sell to a thousand commission 
merchants at will, and a commission man can buy 
from a thousand farmers as he pleases, but the oil 
producer can sell only to one buyer—the pipe lines— 
and you, Mr. Jobber, can buy—in effect—only from 
one seller, the pipe lines. 


That is why every oil man is vitally interested 
in the present pipe line investigations and why 
everyone should lend every assistance possible to 
the Commission in its effort to make the pipe lines 
common carriers in fact.

BUREAU IS PROGRESSIVE. 
The Bureau of Mines became in a few years’ 
time one of the most effective and up-to-date de- 
partments of the government. Up to a little over 


vear ago it was known as the Technologic 
Branch of the U. S. Geological Survey. Some 
vears ago Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, a scientist ot 


prominence, was appointed to head this branch, | 
then in a more or less somnolent state. He got 
busy making it of some use to the country, and 
one of the first things he headed into was mining, 
in which he found great room for scientific work, 
especially in conserving lives of miners and also 


the supply of coal in coal mines. By many tests 


le got at just what causes and what is “coal 
damp,” and also found that coal dust was one 
of the chief causes of mine explosions 
He went into the whole mining busi- 
ness in an exceedingly thorough manner | 
so. that in a few years both mine owners | 


and miners were unequivocally endorsing him and | 


his work. 


When the Bureau of Mines was estab 


lished by act of Congress it took over the work 
of the technologic division of the survey, and 
after the miners and mine owners had made a 


vigorous campaign, President Taft apointed Dr. 
Holmes the director of the bureau 

\t Pittsburgh, Pa., October 30 and 31, the 
miners and mine owners of the country—som¢ 
5,000 of them—attended a mine safety demonstra 
tion where the wonderful results of the 
were exhibited.

| that we had been having severe trouble with 


the machines we had, due to condensing oi 
gasoline in the cylinders, explosions of gas 
and air, entrance of liquid into the cylinders, 
or some other cause which we 
determined. 

We have every reason to believe, however, 
that the actual trouble was caused by the con 
densing, out of the rich gas which sometimes 
came to the compressors, of enough gasoline 
to fill the clearance space. The new machines 
provided for such shocks by allowing no pull 
on the connecting rod bolts. As in six months 
we have had no break or repairs of any kind 
on these machines except the breaking of one 
valve, we believe that this trouble has beep 
eliminated.

As provision against leakage of air 
gas, we are using a stufting box on the piston 
rod where it emerges from the compressor 
cylinder. One of the most troublesome fea- 
tures about gasoline compressors is their stut- 
fing boxes which must be well packed not to 
leak. By making the compressor single acting 
we eliminated this trouble, at the same time 
we removed the pul! from the connecting rod 
bolts. The stuffing box, which was put on the 
front end of the compressor cylinder to pre- 
vent leakage, gave us some trouble by letting 
some oil pass through it into the compressor 
cylinder, but we have gotten past that diffi- 
culty. In case of the packing blowing out no 
harm can be done, as it is always under a 
vacuum. 


into the 


By putting the compressor and engine on 
separate cranks we have done away with prac- 
tically all our previous trouble in adjusting 
brasses and boxes. No style of machine that 
we have is so free from these troubles, and 
we operate six different makes of machines. 
During the last six months we have practically 
never had to go into these machines except in 
one case when we let the oil get too low and 
had to re-babbitt an engine crank.

(By Special Correspondent.) 
TULSA, OKLA., Nov. 6.—There has been 
further advance in the price of oil since the 
October report of your correspondent, and none is

The indications for an advance are not as_ favor- 
bble as they were two weeks ago owing to the fact 
that the Prairie Oil & Gas Co., instead of taking oil 
from storage, as it did all last summer, has been 
recently putting oil into tanks at the rate of about 
five thousand barrels a day. As long as this com- 
ny is storing oil we need not feel very hopeful 
for any increase in price. The further fact that 
tive preparations appear to be under way for 
the importation of large quantities of oil from 
Mexico also has a tendency to depress the market. 
While no great amount of Mexican oil has, up to 
this time, been brought into American ports, it is 
undoubtedly true that the Texas Co. has made a 
mtract with the East Coast Oil Co. of Mexico, 
for nearly one hundred thousand barrels of fuel

Should Probe Railroad Purchases 


Louis D. Brandeis, that venturesome public 


spirited lawyer of Boston, whom the railroads 
refused opportunity to show them how to save 
a million dollars a day in their present mode 
of operation, in a recent published article 


urges the establishment by the government ot 
a Vepartment of Railroads, similar to its De- 
partment of Agriculture, or Bureau of Mines, 


which would work with the railroads in an 
endeavor to find better and cheaper ways ot 
conducting transportation In other words, 


the government would establish, in the form of | 


a bureau, an expert adviser and overseer of 
railroad operation. Now the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission can only go into the ques- 


tion of operation in so far, and when, it affects 


rates. It is obviously impossible for the com- 
mission to take up the technical work that 
such a bureau as Mr. Brandeis suggests could 
do 

Mr. Brandeis’ idea, if put in effect by the 


government, will not only be of great assist- 
ance to the shipper in assuring him of lower 
rates—or at all events reasonable rates in con- 
junction with the efforts of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, but it will put an end 
to the particularly exasperating forms of graft 
that have appeared in railroad operation, and 
an end to manipulation of the road’s purchases 
by the commanding moneyed interests. 


The infamous Illinois Central dealings in its 
purchases from those closely associated with 
the management of the road, of course, meant 
money to the stockholder; that is, 
money that the stockholder otherwise prob- 
would have got, but it meant that the 
public footed the entire bill, held the bag, in 
English.
